MOSCOW, Sept. 9—The Soviet armies of the central front 
are pursuing the broken remnants of a German force of 100,000 
men back westward toward Smolensk, having thrust the Nazis 
back 16 mijes in two days and recaptured 150 square miles of 
territory and 50 villages in a gigantic continuing battle, official 
dispatches reported. 
A communique reported that within IO days the Rumanians 
besieging Odessa have left more than 20,000 dead men in the ap­ 
proaches to that Black sea port as the Red navy leads a daily 
sortie against the Germans’ allies. 
It wa« the big counter-thrust on tho central front, however, that 
•hone as the rosiest star on the Soviet horizon. 
A governm ent communique said eight Nazi divisions were out 
to pieces in a fierce counter-offensive which began 26 days ago and 
reached its climax with recapture of the railway town of .Yelnya, 
200 miles southwest of Moscow and 40 miles east of Smolensk. 
Front-line reports to Pravda, the official Communist party news­ 
paper, gave an even m ore striking account of this greatest victory 
yet claimed by the Russians in nearly 12 weeks of war. 
The Germans reached Yelnya in*®* 
July, it was admitted, and ohose it 
as the base site from which to 
launch their great drive on Mos­ 
cow.

Cut To Pieces In Smolensk Area 
As Moscow Claims Victory

MOSCOW, Sept. 9—The Soviet armies of the central front 
are pursuing the broken remnants of a German force of 100,000 
men back westward toward Smolensk, having thrust the Nazis 
back 16 miles in two days and recaptured 150 square miles of 
territory and 50 villages in a gigantic continuing battle, official 
dispatches reported. 
A communique reported that within IO days the Rumanians 
besieging Odessa have left more than 20,000 dead men in the ap­ 
proaches to that Black sea port as the Red navy leads a daily 
sortie against the Germans’ allies. 
It was the big counter-thrust on the central front, however, that 
•hone as the rosiest star on the Soviet horizon. 
A government communique said eight Nazi divisions w-ere cut 
to pieces in a fierce counter-offensive which began 26 days ago and 
reached its climax with recapture of the railway town of .Yelnya, 
200 miles southwest of Moscow and 40 miles east of Smolensk. 
Front-line reports to Pravda, the official Communist party news­ 
paper, gave an even more striking account of this greatest victory 
yet claimed by the Russians in nearly 12 weeks of war. 
The Germans reached Yelnya In 4

Installation of at least 1,800 me­ 
ters.

the officer is unable to prove a 
violation of the parking ordinance 
and the careless or canny parker 
is just that much ahead of the 
game. 
‘Obviously, this adds to the ex­ 
pense of enforcement, reduces the 
number of persons that may use 
the parking areas and decreases 
the revenue derived from the me­ 
ters. 
“Both manual and automatic me­ 
ters are available in “penny-nick- 
el” and “nickel” machines. 
The 
“penny-nlckel” machines will take 
either a cent or a nickel, 
the 
smaller coin setting the meter for 
one-fifth of the maximum parking 
time. 
Avoids Overcharging 
The nickel machines will take 
only nickels, the meter in each 
instance recording the maximum 
parking time.

Legion will open its m em bership to th e p resen t 
service m en a fte r the current em ergency, or w ar, 
and continue on with them , a question th a t has been 
discussed som ew hat widely. We are inform ed th a t 
the Legion Is a la st man organization only for those 
who served in the arm ed forces during W orld w ar I. 
O ur auth o rity for this statem ent is th at C alifornia 
pillar of A m erican Legion spirit, th a t w est coast bul­ 
w ark of Legion loyalty, Mr. W alter H aughton of th e 
Los Angeles Exam iner, known to his intim ates a* 
‘‘blubber’’. Mr. H aughton is at this w riting up in B rit­ 
ish Columbia train in g for the annual Legion con­ 
vention w hich la to be held presently in the city 
of M ilwaukee. 
Mr. H aughton spend* six m onths out of every 
y ear train in g for the Legion convention and six 
m onths recuperating. It Is but fair to state th a t 
his recuperative period has lengthened only of le ts 
years. Mr. H aughton was once able to take a conven­ 
tion in his stride w ith virtually no preparation an d 
recover from It Inside of 30 days. W e relu ctan tly 
are forced to the conclusion th at he is slow ing up 
m ore rapidly than the convention. 


H 
E IS the form er m em ber of the first division 
who publicly was comm ended with a kiss on 
either cheek by the good Baron Long, celebrated Log 
Angeles hotel m an. after the Legion convention In 
th at oity som e years ago. U nder Mr. N aughton’e su ­ 
pervision the good baron’s hotel was close-hauled 
and the hatches battened down ere the arriv al of th* 
delegates so it escaped with few scars, but tb s 
H aughton m aster-stroke th a t won the baron's undy­ 
ing adm iration and gratitude was snipping off th* 
bottom corners of the laundry bags of paper w ith 
which each hotel room w'aa provided, th u s sparing 
Loa Angelenos th at acquaMc bom bing th a t befall 
the hapless inm ates of other Legion convention 
cities. 
Mr. H aughton says the average age of L egion­ 
naires is now 48 years and th a t It la figured 
th a t the Legion will go plumb out of business in th* 
late 1990’a, or around the turn of the century. T h a t 
is to say, the last man then will put hi# checke back 
in the rack and close up the organization. We hope 
th e last m an is Mr. H aughton him self, though w e 
think a b e tte r bet is Mal. W illie Corum. the youngest 
m ajor in W orld w ar I. The m ajor follows m ore 
healthful pursuits than Mr. H aughton. 
B 
UT In any event. Mr. H aughton doubts th a t in th* 
m eantim e the Legion will take in any m em ber* 
who are not qualified under the original term s of th e 
organization, any m ore than the Grand A rm y of th* 
Republic would take in veteran* of any w'ar o th e r 
than the Civil. On the other hand, he points out th a t 
the V eterans of Foreign W ars, the second larg e st 
veteran s’ organisation, can extend Its m em bership. 
It already has m em bers out of four w ars. They ar* 
tbe Spaniah-A m erlcan w ar, the Philippine Insurrec­ 
tion, the Boxer rebellion and W orld w ar I. M em ber­ 
ship in the V eterans of Foreign W ars Is for thoae 
who served on foreign soil during a conflict in which 
A m erican arm s participated, or wrho w ere on navy 
ships of any kind th a t w ere In o r touched foreign 
w ater# during a period of war. T he Boxer rebellion 
was an incident in China In 1900 when an expedition 
of A m erican infantry, a rtillery and cavalry Joined 
w ith the B ritish, G erm ans and Jap an ese and m arched 
to the relief of beleaguered foreigner* In w hat wa* 
then called Pekin. 
O 
F COURSE the service men of the p resen t and 
future could form th eir own A rg en tatio n , and 
probably will, lf only for social purposes and in tim e 
It m ay be th e biggest of ail, as obligatory service Is 
here to sta y and in a few years ex-arm y men w ill 
num ber m illions. It is conceivable th at they m ight 
be a g reat political power lf they got th a t idea in 
th eir heads, and becam e eligible to the governm ent­ 
al benefits of all old aoldlera.

President Opened Area 
The assumption here is 
that 
she was a lease-lend cargo vessel 
—all American ships plying the

sea route carry lease-lend 
shipments, the maritime commis­ 
sion indicates—and that her at­ 
tacker was a long-range German 
or Italian bomber operating from a 
Mediterranean base. 
The Red sea area has held the 
potentialities of a U. S.-Axis con­ 
flict of policies since early spring 
and both sides have been unyield­ 
ing in the positions adopted. 
On April ll President Roosevelt 
opened the Red sea to American 
shipping by canceling the combat 
zone in the Indian ocean which 
had blocked its approaches until 
the British campaign which swept 
the Italians from the adjoining 
east coast of Africa. At the time, 
Mr. Roosevelt indicated that, if 
necessary, vessels plying that route 
would get armed protection, be­ 
cause that is the law of the United 
States when ships are not operat­ 
ing in combat zones. 
Nazis Proclaimed War Zone 
A month later, May 13, Germany 
formally proclaimed the northern 
part of the Red sea an official 
war zone, where every ship “ex­ 
poses itself to destruction by mines 
or other weapons of war.” 
The United States, however, con­ 
sistently has refused to recognize 
the various war zones proclaimed 
by the Axis, holding that govern­ 
ment decrees do not constitute an 
effective blockade. 
Mr. Roosevelt also pointed out 
that the freedom of the seas neces­ 
sarily is involved, and in a mean­ 
ingful way he reminded a press 
conference once that the navy had 
been used to protect American 
shipping against the Barbary pi­ 
rates early in the last century when 
those ‘marauders tried a blockade 
to close the Mediterranean to this 
country’s commerce.
